They rose to distinction h the 
fifteenth century, and have always been 
remarkable for courage aid ingenuity, 
Sir William Cochrane was elevated tt 
peerago as Baron Cochrane in I 6 17, ami 
advanced to the dignity of Earl of Dun- 
donald in 1669. tlis grandson was Sir 
John Cochrane of Ochiltree, who, along 
with Sir 1'atrick Hume of Pol war th, was 
concerned in Ihe political trouble! which, 
in tho reign of James [I,, brought ruin 
on the Stewart dynasty . While Hume 
wassofortunatoas to escape abroad, Coch- 
rane was taken prisoner at the rising 
tiniler the Earl of Argyll, and being 000 
ducted to Edmburg, was ignomimously 
lodged in the Tolbooth, on the 3d of July, 
](iK, r i, there to await bis trial as a traitor, 
Tho day of trial came, and, as a matter of 
course, bo was condemned to death. 

Sir John Cochrane was married, and 
bad a family of several sons, and at I 
one daughter, QriselL This young lady, 
who was eighteen years of age, emula 
in courage and NBOUH II Hume.

The Rome city papers announce that 
en Wednesday forenoon, June 9th, the 
body of Martin Golden, a deaf-mute, 
was found in the Erie canal in that city. 
On the Saturday evening proceeding he 
left his home and was not again seen 
•live by his mother, with whom he had 
resided for several years. He was un- 
der the influence of liquor most of the 
time after leaving his home, and it is 
supposed that he staggered into the canal 
and sank to the bottom while in a tipsy 
stat/-. The jury which was summoned 
in his case returned a verdict that he 

12 o'clock noon, Tua«day, Jsfie 8, and 
12 o'clock noon, Wednesday, June 'J, by 
accidental drowning in the Erie canal, in 
the city of Rome. 

Martin Golden was educated at the 
New York Institution and fitted for use- 
fulness on earth, like many others of his 
class. Ifc possessed a Blind befitting a 
young man, who should in time Itecome 
a useful and reapected of society, 

bnt he defiled it. by his frequent vis 
the grog-shop and his lodges in the jail. 
Ifc seornsd food) refloated counsel, and 
i table oonaequences to which 
drunkard's life leads. Ife was buried 
without any funeral service and with but 
irn his loan. 
We would not array oursel'. 
tnent against this young, m 
man. ife has gone to his long home, to 
his final accounts to be judged by higher 
authority. We can at best but pity his 
dishonored career and shrink from the 
ill-fated terminus of his dissipated course. 
The sad lessor ; fortunate career 

presents the dark tide of the picture in 
the lives of all who are addicted to the 
use of intoxicating beverages, and more 
especially does bis case present itself to 
the considerations of the deaf. It is nat- 
ural to presume that when he indulged 
in his first glass of liquor he did not see 
where bis folly would land him at last. 
From taking an occasional drink with a 
friend be soon acquired a taste for ardent j 
spirit*. With habit his appetite incrtsss- 
ed in a ten fold ratio till it soon rend 
him unfit for usefulness to the world. If 
he earner! anything through the day he 
was sure to throw it away in dissipation 
at night Prom bad to worse, downward 
be plunger J till finally bis long drunken 
Sptwe culminated in bis bringing his 
worthless existence to a fatal termination. 
Had he pursued a different path 
through life and spurned the accursed 
dram-shops it is certain that he might 
at this time have been an honor to him- 
self, a blessing to others, and surrounded 
with friends. 



History of the Yorkshire Institution.

Nearly half a century ago — 40 years 
next month — a public meeting held at 
Doncastcr passed a resolution affirming 
the desirability of founding an institution 
for the deaf and dumb in Yorkshire. 
At the following assizes at York thin res 
olution was brought under the notice of 
the magistrates and gentry of the county, 
by the late Sir Edmund lieckett (then 
Mr. Edmund Denison), and approving 
of the intention of the meeting, the mag- 
istrates recorded in their minute book n 
resolution to that effect. This was in 
March, 1820, and in the following No 
rstaber, in a portion of Eastfield I 
with eleven boys, the institution was 
opened, seven other boys being added to 
the number afew weeks later. This j»rac 
ticai issue was due chiefly to the exer- 
tions of the first hon. secretary of the in- 
stitution, tho Rev. W. 0L Fenton, who 
was encouraged in the work by the lib- 
erality of the late Earl Fitzwilliarn, the 
late Dr. Vernon (then Archbishop of 
York), the late Earl of Harewood, and by 
the judicious counsels of the late Sir E. 
Beckett, Mr. W. B. Wrigbtson, and 
others. Two years later the whole of 
Eastfield House, together with three 
acres of land, was purchased by last com 
mittee of management for £3,000, and 
from that time up to the present the be- 
nefioent work which the founders had in 
view baa gone on and has been gradually 
extended. 

The committee were exceedingly for- 
tunate in the selection of the first master, 
Mr. Charles Baker, Ph. D., to 
much of the subsequent success of the in- 
stitution was due, and who, in the course 
of a long career, did much to systematize 
the education given to deaf-mutes, and 
contributed, perhaps more than any one 
else, to the literature bearing upon the 
question. After being at the li* 
the institution for a period of 4. r > years 
Dr. Baker died hint year. In the entrance 
hall of Eastfield House, where he labor

But a gift or bequest of a place 
of residence in any city or town, elegible 
for the object in question, with an ample 
income for its sustenance, will not bo 
declined, in case I he rural homo is not 
already built. 

Although the t'liurcli Mission, an 
Episcopal corporation, may take charge 
of the domestic and religious depart- 
of the I Home, its fund such as 
may bo raised solely for its benefit 
should be religiously kept separate from 
thai of the Mission. The icason there 

for is that this prudent provision will, 
in tho event of their separation, render 
of their respective mis 
sions intact and undisturbed by litigation. 
The Homo will always bo open to ap- 
plicants, of all religions and nationalities.
